Claims 1-13, 16-19 and 30-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. The claims are not understood because of the narrative 
language. Applicants' inventive method should be set forth in a series of positive active steps. In 
claim 33, line 1 "i" should be —1—. Claim 40 is not understood. When is the aluminum alloy 
replaced? 

3. Claims 14, 15, 20-29 are allowed. 

4. The cited patents disclose various methods of shaping semi-solid alloys.
